WE HAVE THE POWER. 


(Pittsburg Post.) 


Oliver Wendell Holmes is guilty of 


the observation that some people say 
bright things on all imaginable sub- 
jects, but their zigzags rock one to 
death. The angular inshoots and out- 
shooots of President Roosevelt have 
no such lethal effect, but makes an 
interesting study in political carpenter 
•work. The New York "Sun" has been 
relentlesssly pursuing the President 
with the files' of his recent speeches 
and noting the curvature. 


Taking the topic of dealing with the 


trust problem, the first stand was 
made in his message last year. He 
told Congress that, if it felt it had noc 
the power to pass anti-trust legislation 
"then a constitutional amendment 
should be submitted to confer that 
power." But in .Providence R. L, on 
August 23, the President 
said that 


some governmental 
sovereign must 


•be given power over these very power- 
ful corporate beings, and in his judg- 
ment that sovereign must be the Na- 
tional Government. "When it is giv- 
en full power this can be used to con- 
trol any evil influence, exactly as the 
Government is now using the power j 
conferred upon it under the Sherman 
anti-trust law." At Boston two days 
later he said that it was necessary tc 
confer power upon the National Gov- 
ernment, but until such power was 
conferred "we are going to do the best 
we can with strawless bricks, Out re- 
member, they are bound to'"be straw- 
less."

There are just tvi o 
counts in this indictment: 


First—Owing to the great growth of 


business on the roads and the con^e- 
quent pressure of work and because of 
the increased cost of living the railway 
employees on nearly every line in thp 
country had decided to demand an in- 
crease in wages, and in feome cases the 
demand was in the hands of the com- 
panies' officials when the lightning of 
"philanthropy" struck those gentle- 
men. 


Second—Freight rates are to be ad- 


vanced by all the railway lines, and 
the increase will be sufficient to net 
the companies a ceat rake off on the 
little game of robbing Peter to pay 
Paul when Paul was getting ready to 
put,up A big "kick for his dues. 


There may be employers who are so 


just and have such a kindly feeling for 
their employees that they will raise 
wages voluntarily -when the business 
justifies, but it would be like looking 
for snovv-flakes in a blast furnace to 
seek such employers among the rail- 


v corporations of this country.

"Thirty years hence," Mr. Van Horae 


said to a reporter of the New York 
Commercial Advertiser, 
"nearly the 


whole of the Indian empire will be en- 
circled and intersected by railroads if 
the present rate of construction is kept 
Up. 
In the northwestern provinces 


alone 7.000 miles of railway have been 
laid during the "last eight years. 
In 


this section much difficulty was expe- 
rienced owing to_ the exceptionally 
rough nature of the ground, the wild 
beasts and tremendous heat 


"Railroad building in India is an ex- 


citing business. All the labor is done 
by coolies. A cooly will work for sev- 
en hours a day at the hardest kind of 
labor for 5 cents aud a bowl of rice. 
He is perfectly happy and contented 
with that and would not take the trou- 
ble to thank you if you were to triple 
his pay. The Bengal and Northwest- 
ern railway once did just that—gave 
their coolies 15 cents and throe bowls 
of rice a day. 
When they were paid 


off at the end of the first day, not one 
of these coolies could be induced to do 
a stroke of work for three days until 
his money and rice had been exhaust- 
ed." 


Of the success of the American loco- 


motive in India Mr. Van Home said: 


"American engines have not come np 


to expectations. 
Their coal consump- 


tion is extravagant, and they lack du- 
rability. They are too frequently in the 
repair shop. With the British locomo- 
tive this is not so. American engines 
are efficient, however, in speed and in 
hauling power. 
On the Bengal and 


Northwestern railway, which has about 
200 of them in constant service, they 
are used chiefly for freight hauling. 


"For rails and bridge purposes Amer- 


ican steel is making serious inroads 
into the British markets ia India. 
American steel is not superior to the 
British product, but it is much cheap- 
er. Another thing iu favor of Ameri- 
can steel is that when orders are 
placed in America they are filled with 
greater promptness than when placed 
in Great Britain. It has been estimat- 
ed—and I don't believe the amount is 
at all exaggerated—that the Indian 
government has suffered a loss of near- 
ly a million dollars during the last five 
years through the dilatory tactics of 
certain British steel firms." 


In speaking of tbe opportunities for 


American engineers in India Mr. Van 
Eorne said that good openings are 
very few and hard to get. 
He does 


not advise them to go there. 


"Civil engineers," he said, "looking 


for responsible positions on Indian rail- 
roads must first go tbrouib the Royal 
tndian Engineering college in England. 
This requires three years and means an 
expense of at least ?S.OOO. An engi-

So 
profitable was the first venture that in 
the next Christmas season fully 30,000 
firs were sent from tbe shores of Pe- 
uobscot bay to Boston, where they 
were all sold at good prices, and in the 
following year tbe trade was extended 
to Xew York, where the firs were as 
eagerly taken. In 1890 the shipments 
of trees from Maine to the large cities 
had increased to about 730,000, aiid in 
1809 over 1,500,000 were sold. 


In some sections where the fir is es- 


pecially prolific the cutting and pre- 
paring of Christmas trees is made the 
occasion of festive gatherings corre- 
sponding to the huskings i;i falltimc, 
whole families going into the woods 
and taking their dinners along. A man 
cuts the tree close to the roots, and a 
boy or a tlrong girl cuts with a sharp 
hatchet tlie few'dead limbs from the 
base. Women and boys tic the trees 
into bundles of a dozen, and then the 
harvest is piled into hayracks a;ul cur- 
ried to tbe nearest railroad station. 


The smaller children gather the 


trailing creepers of the ground pine, 
pluck branches of glossy wintergrecn 
and gather the red fruit of the wild 
raisin shrub, all of which are packed 
in boxes and seut to the cities for the 
making of wreaths and garlands for 
the decoration of church and home. 


The evergreen harvests are generally 


bought by men vi'ho make a Iinsinrss 
of supplying the Christmas markets of 
the cities, though many farmers and 
others send thrir crops direct to mar- 
ket For trees five to six feet in height 
the buyers in Maine pay 5 c?nts each, 
and for trees six to ten feet in height 
the price i>a;d is from 10 to lo cc-n:s.
